The correapondent of tho C-incitiuati 


Comoierciat, who has accompanied General 
McClellan in bis weatera Virginia campaign 
thua speaks of the military genius he has 
displayed :— 
" The admirable manner in which this 


campaign was planned and executed stamps 
Major McClellan aa a commander of fmt 
class military genius. When we remember 
that his entire army hud to be enlialtd and 
organized ub imlio, with all ita immenst! 
train, the innumerable petty details of ad- 
ministration which had to be managed by 
inexperienced men, nnd that tho mulcrial 
of the army, and moat of ita oilicers were 
utterly inexperienced, and without military 
education—a great many without brains— 
and that the impossibility of perfecting the 
transportation andaubaiatence departments 
were serious obstacles to rapid progress, it 
is atnazing that he should so Boon and .co 
perfectly have accomplished the great mis- 
sion of sweeping tho confederate armies 
from the mountains of Western Virginia. 


"When we take ihe mapof the campaign 


and observe the occupation of each ttuccuud- 
itig position, and each subsequent move- 
ment in its order, remarking tho object of 
each, which becomes apparent alter it U 
made, we cannot but be struck with admi- 
ration at tho beautifully skillful game of 
war-chess which has just beei. played by a 
master-hand. The enemy opens tbe game 
by advancing to Phillippi. McGlelhui sud- 
denly occupies Ptirltersburg, and posessy.s 
both lines of railroad from tho river to 
Clarksburg and Oral ton. Phillippi U un- 
expectedly snapped up. 
The enemy forli 


ties Laurel Hill, and concentrates at Hut 
tonsville, Beverly and Lecdsville. It is de- 
sirable to lake tho enemy front and rear.

The correspondent of the Cincinnati 


Commercial, who has accompanied General 
MeClellan in his western Virginia campaign 
thua speaks of the military genius he has 
displayed :— 
" The admirable manner in which this 


campaign was planned and executed stamps 
Major MeClellan aa a commander of first 
class military genius. When we remember 
that his entire army had to be enlisted and 
organized 06 initio, with all its immense 
train, the innumerable petty details of ad- 
ministration which had to be managed by 
inexperienced men, and that the material 
of the army, and most of its officers were 
utterly inexperienced, and without military 
education—a great many without brains-— 
and that the impossibility of perfecting the 
transportation and subsistence departments 
were serious obstacles to rapid progress, it 
is amazing that he should so soon and so 
perfectly have accomplished the great mis 
sion of sweeping the confederate armies 
from the mountains of Western Virginia. 


"When we take the mapof the campaign 


and observe the occupation of each succeed 
ing position, and each subsequent move 
ment in its order, remarking the object o 
each, which becomes apparent after it ia 
made, we cannot but be struck with admi 
ration at the beautifully skillful game o 
war-chess which has just beei; played by E 
master-hand. The enemy opens the game 
by advancing to Phillippi. MeClellan sud 
denly occupies ParUersburg, and posessea 
both lines of railroad from the river to 
Clarksburg and Grafton. 
Phillippi is un 


expectedly snapped up.

fies Laurel Hill, and concentrates at Hut 
tonsville, Beverly and Leedsville. It is de 
sirable to lake the enemy front and rear 
A swift movement to Buckhannon flank 
the enemy on the left.

The railroa 
pass at Cheat River had already been dam 
med by MeClellan. The operations in the 
Kenawha region were mere by-play, but 
some of these were as important as pawn 
positions in chess. Anybody by observing 
the map may discover how splendidly the 
game was planned and played. But until 
they see these formidable mountain passes, 
they cannot appreciate the proper merits of 
the expedition. 
" Garnett vainly supposed his rear could 


not be turned. ' The best laid schemes of 
mice and men aft gang aglee.' Rosencrans 
and Lander, with the first brigade, found a 
way to turn itj notwithstanding the 'impos- 
sibility ' of the thing.

During the battle they'were 
compelled to stand quietly under showers of 
grape-shot, and wait for a chance to charge. 
The infantry did the business so completely 
their opportunity did not come."

DESCRIPTION' BY AH EYE W1TS11SS. 


CKNTKBVILLE, Ya., July 21. 


It would be impossible for me to ade- 


quately describe the scenes which I have 
witnessed this day; but I will endeavor in 
the brief space allowed me, (in order to get 
this to Washington in time for to-morrow's 
mail,) and fatigued as I a.a with the excite- 
ment, heat, dust, and travel of the day, to 
give the readers of tha Gazette a general 
and as near us possible accurate account of 
the bloody and hard fought conflict which 
has juat closed—including what I have seen 
and what lhave reliably obtained from oth- 
er sources. It is impossible, of course, for 
any one person to witness the whole of a 
battle, extending over a space of seven or 
eight mile* square, as this did. Some parts 
of it came under my observation in a way 
entirely unexpected to me, and certainly 
not comprised within my programme. I 
will state events as nearly as practicable in 
the order in which they occurred. 


The army commenced moving from Cen- 


terville this morning at 2J o'clock, each to 
the position assigned it. Col. Richardson's 
brigade moved south and occupied the sumo 
ground upon which the battle of Thursday 
was fought, to prevent tho enemy from 
flanking ui by that road. Col. Heintzel- 
man's division occupied a position a mile 
or two westwardly of this, I think, Gen, 
Tyler's moved out the Warrentou road, run- 
ning west from Ceriterville, some five or six 
miles, and took position this side of Bull's 
Run, while Col. Hunter took a circuit of 
several miles above and earned Bull's Run, 
in order to flank the enemy on the other 
side. So the general position of our forces 
waa three divisions on this side of Bull's 
Run and facing it, while Col. Hunter made 
the flatik movement on the other side. The 
main body of the enemy were on the other 
side of tbe Run, but alt the roads and hills 
near it on this side were also occupiod by 
them with masked batteries and concealed 
forces of infantry and cavalry. 
Mmiassas 


Junction is on tho south aide of Bull's Run 
and probably two or thren miles from it.— 
So the battle was mainly fought within 
three or four miles of Maimssas. This is 
the best general idea I can give of the Bitu- 
ation of affairs at this moment, having with 
my other losses, (as will be subsequently 
explained,) lost the map I had brought with 
me for reference. 


In order to avail myself of tbe most ad- 


vantageous point, the lines being so extend- 
ed, I waited at (Jenterville until I should 
hear the cannonading open. At a little af- 
ter eight o'clock I heard tbo first guns in 
tbe direction of tbe battle field of Thursday, 
and hastening over there, found it proceed- 
ed from one of our batteries which occupied 
two neighboring eminences, and were firing 
promiscuously into the woods below and the 
hills beyond to try to draw the enemy out; 
but the latter probably thoroughly under- 
stood our plans, und not a gun did they fire 
in return, nor could more than a few strag- 
gling parties of them be seen now and th«n 
through a Hold glass. The battery lirt.nl 
shot and shell, and the first .shot cut off the 
flagstufl'of a house some two or three inilca 
distant, where Bcauregard waa said to huve 
been when a shot wan sent through it in tho 
engagement of Thursday. Sutiuliiig behind 
the guns, you could see the shot nnd shell 
sailing through the air like birds, and could 
hear thut frightful hisi for two miles, aj it 
seemed to mo. 
Kk-hnrdson'j brigade had 


commenced throwing up breastworks in the 
edge of tbe woods near by. 


Just then, nbout nine o'clock, cannona- 


ding began to be heard BOIMP six or ;je\on 
milea to the northwest, and I accordingly 
directed my way to that point, h:ivin» to re- 
turn nearly to Centervillc, in order to croas 
over to the Warronton road. 
Keeping 


straight out that rood, after going some liv« 
miles, I passed the last brigade moving out 
—the Connecticut, I believe. They were 
just emerging from the woods into u more 
open and hilly country, but interspersed 
with large bodic.s of timber iuul patchei of 
thickets and underbrush. The cannona- 
ding was still so distiuit that I did not think 
for a moment of any impending danger, 
and the road being clear iu front of me, 
and being unxious to get within Hight, J 
was hurrying; on, when I happened to ob- 
serve several of our officers, across a field 
on a little elevation some hundred yards to 
the right, and noticing the brigade behind 
me also filing acrcm the field in that direc- 
tion, I concluded to turn aside :uid go over 
there first to see what could be @ectt; 1 had 
got part way across the Held and direct- 
ly in front of a brigade, when bang went a 
cannon on some little bills over to the left, 
and whiz came a cannon ball; and then

bang and whi/. again, and again—the shot 
sweeping close to the ground—nnd by this 
time the men were scattering iti nil direc- 
tions for the woods in tin; rear. A glance 
showed the gun.i to bo located in the fields 
on both sides) of tbe road, not over five hun- 
dred yards ahead, and although I could see 
the smoke at each fire, I could neither .see 
guns nor men, so well were they concealed. 
We had run plumb into a masked battery 
of tho enemy, (nothing but tho circum- 
stance mentioned prevented my going right 
up to it without seeing it} and those officers 
bad been standing on that elevation within 
five hundred yards of it and in full view of 
it without discovering it or suspecting its 
existence. A battery of two guns accom- 
panying the brigade was immediately un- 
finibered and burled back the death dealing 
missiles in return, and within fifteen or 
twenty miauled silenced it. But the brig- 
ade in the meantime waa scattered through 
tha woods libo v.ikl turkeys, and it waa 
doubtful whether they could be again ral- 
lied. How many were killed I did not as- 
certain. 


Nothing ia so trying to raw troops as the 


sudden firo of H masked battery. It takes 
them by surprise and unnerves then], and a 
panic is almost certain to act in. Its effects 
on them is greatly increased by the fright- 
ful hissing ol\the tilled balls, which tbey 
can hear sotno second j before they come 
sweeping by with such resistless power. 


A little while before Gen. Tyler had run 


General Sehenck's brigade into one over 
on the road to the left of this, and so com- 
pletely waa it hid that their first knowledge 
of it was its opening fire un them not over 
three or four hundred yards distant, with 
grape, canister aud shell. Several were 
killed, and thut a great many more were not 
was owing to the men throwing themselves 
flat as they saw the Hashes of the guns, ntid 
rapidly fulling back into the woods. 


One of our butteries a short distance off 


was soon brought to bear and silenced it. 
The troopa behaved well under the circum- 
stances, and wt-re soon rallied and ready 
for action again, which could not bo said of 
several other brigades. I was informed 
that the Cincinnati Zouavos almost to a 
man kept the ranks while falling back. 


Other of our troops fell into these um- 


bttRcades. Tbey were all supported by Inrge 
bodies of infantry and sometimes eavalry, 
too ; hence the difficulty of taking them by 
assault, which, however, was done i» one or 
two instances—by the Rhode Island regi- 
ments, I think, in one case. The confeder- 
ates have attained great perfection in plant- 
ing and concealing the inlet rial things. 


Meantime, the cannonading, alternated 


with volleys of musketry, between Hunter's 
division, and the enemy, continued heavy 
aud incessant. It was almost one continu- 
ous roar, aud as it gradually moved south- 
ward it became evident our troops were 
driving the enemy before them. 
But tht>y 


contested tbe way inch by inch, and only 
fell back to open new batteries from more 
advantageous point i. 


Gen. Scheuck's brigade continued to 


await orders several houri from Gen. Tyler, 
and in the absence of such, was not bro't 
into action again till about 2 P. M., when 
it was formed in line of battle behind a bat- 
tery near where the Connecticut brigade 
was fired on in the morning, and the batte- 
ry opened upon one of the enemy about a 
mile off. Jubt at this thro, however, it was 
discovered that the enemy were making a 
flank movement to the east, and the battery 
fell back about a mile cm the Warrenton 
road. I waa having a splendid view of 
nearly all their batteries in action at this 
moment, from the top of n tree close by, 
which I had climbed, but I had to vacate 
my position with the rest. I could see four 
of their batteries firing at once, and distin- 
guish the men and horses distinctly through 
a field glass. Two of them were some 
threo miles off. I saw several shot and 
shell fall into the rauka nnd just in front of 
our column, but tbe men stood firmly in 
line, showing that when they expected a 
fire mid were prepared for it, tbey had tho 
courage to face it. Several were kilted and 
wounded. One shot tore off almost the 
whole skull of one poor lellow and crushed 
that of another. I saw both laid under a 
treo a few miuutes after, one dead, and the 
other gasping his last breath. They be- 
longed to the New York second. 


The firing in the direction of Hunter's 


division still continued unremitting, and 
was now out to the front of us, our troops 
having gradually forced thorn back, and it 
was then (about 3 o'clock) that Gen. Mc- 
Dowell sent word, aa I was informed, that 
the enemy were in retreat and the day was 
ours. 
But their retreat only seemed to 


give them new advantages, and the discov- 
ery of a Hank movement on their part to 
th« left, created a panic in a portion of Ty- 
ler's division, and many of the troopa hav- 
ing been scattered and demoralized by the 
fire of the masked batteries, a general re- 
treat commenced. 


About the same time, tbe tide seemed to 


have turned against the balance of oar for- 
ces, and it waa soon manifest that a gene- 
ral retreat was inevitable. This commenc- 
ed at o P. M., at which time the firing had 
mainly ceased. 


A farm house aboir, a mile back on the 


WarieriLon road was used as a ho.spital, 
where the wounded of Tyler's division were 
brought in. 
Here several regiments atop 


ped, aa they began to fall back toward Cen- 
terville, and about the same time the batte- 
ry of artillery, which had been cannonad- 
ing in front of Gun. Sehenck's brigade, 
came up ami were standing in the road. 
A few rods south of this road a by-road 
runs nearly parallel with it, along the Geld:) 
and through the woods, from which it 
emerges in front of the house. 


Now, strange and unaccountable as it 


may seem, that road was left entirely un- 
protected, although it was known the ene- 
my were flanking us, and while two orthren 
thoiiBaiid troopa were still scattered about 
here in disorder, what was our astonish- 
ment to see a compnny of secession cavalry 
siitidnity emerge from the icoailt, nvl lico 
htindred yardx oft', and charge rit/ht up on 
Hi1.' 
A general stampede of most of the 


traojid back into the woods was the tesult, 
the: cavalry meantime firing on us, and the 
bullets whistled around thick as hail. 
I 


saw two men full ucar me, one ot them 
mortally wounded. A great many were ao 
scared that thoy tired their guns at random, 
to the imminent peril of the lives of their 
own comradiM. Some of the officers made 
iitrcnuou.s efforts to rally their men by call- 
ing out that tb',' cavalry were our own, and 
after u few minutes a portion of them form- 
ed and started back, which, tho cavalry 
men discovering, they commenced a retreat, 
a tut several of ibo artillery men having by 
this time brought their guiiH into position, 
sent a few cannon bulls after them, but I 
think their aim v/as bad and none were 
killed. 
We found three artillery horses ly- 


ing dnnd in the road, from the shots of the 
enemy, and several of our men were killed, 
among them Col. McCook's brother. 
The 


charge was certainly ft most bold and dar- 
ing thing. 


In tho confusion caused by this move- 


ment, my horse, which wua fastened near 
by, disappeared, and tho delay caused in 
bunting him liirew me back in starting for 
Contreville till the main body of the troops 
had passed, and tho road above was only 
lined with stragglers; and I was about to 
start on my weary and dusty journey of five 
or six miles afoot, when suddenly I heard 
imiskttt firing from the edge of the wocda 
above, on the right, and on looking up saw 
our men jumping over the fences and cut- 
luig acvosjs the fields on the opposite side 
to escape it. Tho enemy had flanked us 
on that side to cut off the- retreat. Fortu- 
nately there were not over a dozen of us 
then left at the hospital, but as they might 
charge down on it at any moment, our situ- 
ation wad decidedly critical. The firing 
rapidly increased, and extended every mo- 
ment further up the road, and it was clear 
that the woods were lined with tho enemy 
fora half or three-quarters of a mile above. 
I presume a number of our men must havo 
been killed or wounded, for they were fired 
at from a distance of not over two or three 
hundred yards. 
No precaution had been 


used to protect the rear, the artillery hav 
ing gone aliaad nnd the cavalry being aorue 
where else. 


Seeing tbo impossibility of going by that 


road, and tbo danger of their taking posses 
SSOH of tho other side of the road, the few of 
us left struck in hot haste along the edgeol 
the woods opposite, following tho fields so 
as not to lose our bearing, and after travel- 
ing some t\vo miles mtt H body of our troops 
coming in by a cross-road, with whom we 
fell in and came across the fields and over 
gullies and ditches to Cctitreville. 
They 


were so disorganized tbat a volley would 
hnve ! cattered them in nil directions. 


The army came baek panic-ridden, spir- 


itless and totally disorganized, tho regi- 
ments having got mixed to au almost inex- 
tricable extent. As the great mass poured 
up through Coutrevilie at dusk, enveloped 
iu R cloud of dust and famishing for water, 
(the want of which constitutes one of the 
ehief difficulties of keeping them together, 
the a!r resounded with calls of " Where ia 
the Michigan First?" "the Wisconsin SPC- 
ondV" "tho >Jew York Thirteenth ?" and 
so on through nearly the whole list. 
Mon 


stood at tbe side of the road nnd kept call 
ing out, "Connecticut Third," " Minnesotn 
First," "New Jersey Fonrth," "Maine 
Third," "New York 71st," or whateveroth 
or it might happen to be—" corae hero."— 
Thus they were endeavoring to gather their 
regiments together again, but with little 
success, so far aa I could see.. The numer 
oua batteries, the unexpectedly superior 
force, nnd desperate defense of the enemy 
and our deficiency of artillery ntid cavalry 
and want of competent commanders, wert 
the chief causes of our defeat. I obaervec 
that uo regiments who had fallen into 
masked battery manifested, as a whole, any 
spirit of action again during the day, ant 
many of them were comparatively useless 
during the remainder of the engagement 


Another source of serious danger anc 


trouble ia the mistaking each other for ene 
mies, or enemies for friends, the dress anc 
appearance of the two armies being so much 
alike ; and when tho field of battle extends 
over six or eight miles sq«-re, as it did to 
day, great confusion ami bl- nders, as we! 


wounded, but do not think it will be as 
heavy as might be expected from so long 
and fiercely contested a battle, and the num- 
ber engaged. You will have the correct 
list by telegraph before this reaches you. 
I have no doubt a great many are missing, 
being scattered through the woods, and it 
is not improbable a large number have been 
taken prisoners. 


No medical stores whatever have been 


provided, (or had lot up to last evening,} 
astonishing as it may seem. The hospital 
physician here told me he had not a shirt 
for one of the wounded or a grain of med- 
icine of any kind. I have no doubt the 
wounded of to-day will be in like condition. 
Not only so, the wounded in the hospital 
were ordered yesterday to be moved to Al- 
exandria, in consequence of the contem- 
plated shifting of position to day—an ope- 
ration under which, two or three will prob- 
ably die. 
We are also deficient in ambu- 


lances, and all other accommodations for 
the wounded. Such are the beauties of 
our army management. 


There is no use in concealing the fact 


tbat this day ia a disastrous one, but the 
country must rally and put forth its giant 
energies anew, undismayed by defeat and 
determined to conquer, as we shall, though 
defeat may be our first portion. 


I learn since my return, that at the same 


time their riflemen opened on our rear up 
the road above the hospital, a battery of 
their artillery flanked us a mile or two 
further up toward Centreville, but was for- 
tunately driven back by one of our batter- 
ies left at Centreville, before any material 
damage was done. 


The Bank movement of the enemy at tho 


close would doubtless have beeu much more 
disastrous to us had it not been for a for- 
tunate fire opened by a battery of two guns, 
by order of General Schenck, on a body of 
the enemy who were coming up in tho rear 
apparently to act in conjunction with the 
cavalry charge before referred to. 
The 


whole conduct of the battle on the other 
aide, in my opinion, showed admirable gen- 
eralship, and far superior to ours. 
THE RETREAT TERMINATES IN A PANIC, AND 


THE WHOLE BODY FALLS BACK TO 


WASHINGTON. 


WAHHTNOTOK, Monday Evening, 22. 


When I woke up this morning, to ray 


amazement I found Centreville deserted, 
and tbe whole army fallen back to Wanh- 
ington. I had gone to a private house off 
to ono side of the town where the people 
were too much frightened to venture out to 
see what was going on, and where I was 
writing until very late, not thinking of the 
retreat extending beyond this point, and 
got up this morning to find myself the last 
man and rearguard of the grand army. 
My astonishment may bo imagined, not 
the least of which was that Beaurngarrl had 
not taken possession of Centrcville, for be 
certainly must have been aware of the 
(vacuation. 


I have just performed a "masterly re- 


treat" of twenly-fivo miles afoot, in a 
drenching rain. 1 Milly expected to have 
been taken prisoner on the road, but fortu- 
nately the onemy were alow to occupy it.

towards the details of tie great battle, and 
tie consequences which are likely to flow 
from it. The'reported number|killed, wound- 
ed and missing is gradually lessening as of- 
ficial information is obtained. The report 
at first was that onr Wisconsin second reg- 
iment had lost 300, whereas the most re- 
cent recapitulation is as follows : killed 27; 
wounded, 72; missing, 66; total casualties, 
165. 
We have no doubt this will be ma- 


terially lessened, as the men are yet coming 
in, either from wandering about the coun- 
try, or having been mixed up with other 
regiments have cot felt inclined to report 
themselves. 


The enemy is threatening Harper's Fer- 


ry. As there is a small force there, the 
three months men having gone home, there 
may bo some cause for alarm. The rebels 
wonld naturally desire to break np that 
army, to give them a chance of making 
their contemplated move upon Baltimore 
safely. 
However, they are not quick 


enough. If .they intended to take Balti- 
more, and fall upon Washington, they should 
have followed up their success at Manassas 
without delay. 
They are most likely, too 


late 10 effect their object. Their neglect to 
tako advantage of the demoralized condition 
of the Washington army is an evidence of 
their weakness, consequent upon the battle 
of the 21st. Their delay is the most hopeful 
thing in the whole aspect of our war news 
at this time. 


THE DIFFEBEXCB.—There was paid for 


the 1st regiment while in camp at Milwac- 
kee, 39 cts per man; for the 2d, 5th and 
7tb, wbile in camp at Madison, 37f cts per 
man; for the 3rd, wLile in camp at Fond du 
LRC, 26 cts per man ; and for the 4th, while 
in camp at Racine, inside of 20 cts. 
The 


keeping of the last was managed by the 
state; that of the rest was let to contrac- 
tors. 


Madison having had three of the six reg- 


iments already quartered, we suppose she 
is to have the balance, and the old rates 
paid, on the principle of helping those who 
need help. 


SICK is HOSPITAL.—The Madison Patri- 


ot says there are present in Camp Randall 
10 or 12 men in the hospital belonging to 
the 6th regiment. The camp is guarded 
by 18 or 20 men, who were left over from a 
body that came to £11 up the 5th regiment. 
They are under the orders of Quartermas- 
ter General Treadway, and will probably 
enlist in the 7th regiment. 


PATTERSON'S TACTICS.—The New York 


World makes a statement, that on Satur- 
day, the day before the battle at Bull's Run, 
" Gen. Patterson sent a courier to Wash- 
ington to assure government that he had 
most positive evidence that Johnston was 
still in Winchester," and that the false in- 
telligence was the basis of the attack.

ly got into Washington ahead of any sick 
or wounded man." 


By the way, though, isn't the Patriot a 


little green in supposing that these 'agents' 
are to "run the risk of any degree of person- 
al danger, or even suffer any material 
amount of personal discomfort ? Gentle- 
men bankers and lawyers, anil men of "ele- 
gant leisure" can employ themselves more, 
pleasantly than picking up a wounded sol- 
dier on the battle field, or discharging the 
duties of a hospital attendance. Is any- 
thing more expected than they shall, make 
provision for paying the bills incident to 
their agency—their own included ?

From the Cincinnati Quzette, 


The QreatBattlo of Manassna Junction 


DESCRIPTION BY AN EYE WITNESS. 


CENTERVILLE, Vo., July 21. 


It -would be impossible for me to ade 


quately describe the scenes which I have 
witnessed this day; but I will endeavor in 
the brief space allowed me, (in order to gc 
this to Washington in time for to-morrow's 
mail,) and fatigued as I aui with the excite 
ment, heat, dust, and travel of the day, to 
give the readers of the Gazette a genera 
and as near as possible accurate account o 
the bloody and hard fought conflict which 
has just closed—including what I have seen 
and what I have reliably obtained from oth 
er sources. It is impossible, of course, for 
any one pereon to witness the whole of a 
battle, extending over a space of seven or 
eight miles square,-as this did. Some parts 
of it came under my observation in a way 
entirely unexpected to me, and certainly 
not comprised within my programme. ] 
will state events as nearly as practicable in 
the order in which they occurred. 


The army commenced moving from Cen 


terville this morning at 2} o'clock, each to 
the position assigned it. 
Col. Richardson's 


brigade moved south and occupied the same 
ground.upon which the battle of Thursday 
was fought, to prevent the enemy from 
flanking us by that road. Col. Heintzel- 
man's division occupied a position a mile 
or two westwardly of this, I think, Gen. 
Tyler's moved out theWarretitou road, run- 
ning west from Centerville, some five or six 
miles, and took position this side of Bull's 
Run, while Col. Hunter took a circuit oi 
several miles above and crossed Bull's Run, 
in order to flank the enemy on the other 
side. So the general position of our forces 
was three divisions on this side of Bull's 
Run and facing it, while Col. Hunter made 
the flank movement on the other side. The 
main body of the enemy were on the other 
side of the Run, but all the roads and hills 
near it on this side were also occupied by 
them with masked batteries and concealed 
forces of infantry and cavalry. Manassas 
Junction is on the south side of Bull's Run 
and probably two or three miles from it.— 
So the battle was mainly fought within 
three or four miles of Mauassas. This is 
the best general idea I can give of tbe situ- 
ation of affairs at this uciomeut, having with 
my other losses, (aa will be subsequently 
explained,) lost the map I had brought with 
me for reference. 


In order to avail myself of the most ad- 


vantageous point, tbe lines being so extend- 
jd, I waited at Centerville until I should 
aear the cannonading open. At a little af- 
ter eight o'clock I heard the first guns in 
he direction of the battle field of Thursday, 
and hastening over there, found it proceed- 
ed from one of our batteries which occupied 
;wo neighboring eminences, and were firing 
promiscuously into the woods below and the 
iills beyond to try to draw the enemy out; 
but the latter probably thoroughly under- 
stood our plans, and not a gun did they fire 
in return, nor could more than a few strug- 
gling parties of them be seen now and then 
through a field glass. The battery fired 
shot and shell, and the first shot cut off the 
flagstaff of a house some two or three miles 
distant, where Beauregard was said to have 
3eeii when a shot was sent through it in the 
engagement of Thursday. 
Standing behind 


the guns, yon could see the shot and shell 
sailing thrOKgh the air like birds, and could 
iear that frightful hiss for two rniies, as it 
seemed to me. Richardson's brigade had 
commenced throwing up breastworks in the 
edge of the woods near by. 


Just then, about nine o'clock, cannona- 


ding began to be beard some six or seven 
miles to the northwest, and I accordingly 
directed my way to that point, having to re- 
turn nearly to Centerville, in order to cross 
over to the Warrenton road. 
Keeping 


straight out thatroad, after going some five 
miles, 1 passed the last brigade moving out 
—the Connecticut, I believe. Tlicy were 
ust emerging from the woods into a more 
open and hilly country, but interspersed 
with large bodies' of timber and patches of 
thickets and underbrush. The cannona- 
ding was still so distant tliat I did not think 
ror a moment of .any impending danger, 
and tbe road being clear in front of me, 
and being anxious to get within sight, I 
was hurrying on, when I happened 'to ob- 
serve several of our officers, across a field 
on a little elevation some hundred yards to 
the right, and noticing tbe brigade behind 
me also filing across the field in that direc- 
tion, I concluded to turn aside and go over 
there first to see what could be seen ; I had 
jot part way across the field aad direct- 
ly in front of a brigade, when bang went a 
cannon on some little bills over to the left; 
and whiz came o cannon ball ; and then 
bang and whiz again, and again—the shot 
sweeping, close to the ground—and by this 
lime the men were scattering in all direc- 
tions for the woods iu the rear. A glance 
showed the guns to bo located in the fields 
on both sides of the road, not over five hun- 
dred yards ahead, and although I could seo 
the smoke at each fire, I could neither see 
;uns nor men, so well were-they concealed. 
We had run plumb into a masked battery 
of the enemy, (nothing but the circum-r 
stance mentioned prevented my going right 
ap to it without seeing it) and those officers 
bad been standing on that elevation within 
5ve hundred yards of it and in full view of 
,t without discovering it or suspecting its 
existence. A. battery of two guns accom- 
panying the brigade was immediately un- 
imbered and burled back the death dealing 
missiles in return,'arid within fifteen or 
iwenty minutes silenced it. But the brig- 
ade in the meantime was scattered through 
the woods like wild turkeys, and it was 
lonbtful'whether they could be again rai- 
led. 
How many were killed I did not as- 


certain. 
• 
-: 


Nothing is so trying to raw troops as the 


sudden firo of a masked .battery. It takes 
them by surprise and unnerrea them, and a 
panic is almost certain to set in. Its effects 
3n them is greatly increased by the fright- 
ful hissing of tthe,tifled balls, which they 
can hear, some seconds before they come 
sweeping by with such' resistless power. 


A little while before Gen. Tyler had run 


General Schenck's brigade into one over 
on the road to the left of .this,. and so cotn- 
sletely was it hid that their first knowledge 
>f it was its opening fire.on them not over 
three or four hundred yards distant, with 
;rape, canister and shell. Several were 
rilled, and that a great many more were not 
was owing to the men throwing themselves 
3at as they saw the Sashes of the guns, and 
rapidly falling back into the woods. 


One of our batteries a short distance off 


was soon brought to bear and silenced it. 
The troops behaved well under the circum- 
stances, and -wtresopn rallied ' and ready 
for action again,''which, could hot be said of 
several. other brigades. 
I was informed 


that the Cincinnati Zouaves almost to a 
man kept the ranks while falling back. 


Other of our troops fell into these am- 


"buscades. They were all supported by large 
bodies of infantry and sometimes cavalcy, 
too ; hence the difficulty of taking them by 
assault, which, however, was done iu one or 
two instances—by the Rhode • Island regi- 
ments, I think, in one case. The confeder- 
ates have attained great perfection iu plant- 
ing and concealing the infernal things. 


Meantime, the cannonading, alternated 


with volleys of musketry, between Hunter's 
division and the enemy, continued heavy 
and incessant. 
It was almost one continu- 


ous roar, and aa it gradually moved south- 
ward it became evident our troops were 
driving the enemy before them. But thfy 
contested the way inch by inch, and only 
fell back to open new batteries from more 
advantageous points. 


Gen. Scheuck's brigade continued to 


await orders several hours from Gen. Tyler 
and in the absence of snch, was not bro' 
into action again till about 2 P. M., when 
it was formed in line of battle behind a bat 
tery near where the Connecticut brigade 
was fired on in the morning, and tbe batte 
ry opened upon one of the enemy about a 
mile off. Just at this timii, however, it was 
discovered that the enemy were making a 
flank movement to the east, and the batterj 
fell back about a mile on the Warrenton 
road. I was having a splendid view o 
nearly all their batteries in action at this 
moment, from the top of a tree close by 
which I had climbed, but I had to vacate 
my position with the rest. I could see four 
of their batteries firing at once, and distin 
guish the men and horses distinctly through 
a field glass. Two of them were some 
three miles off. I saw several shot anc 
shell fall into the ranks and just in front o 
our column, but the men stood firmly in 
line, showing that when they expected a 
fire and were prepared for it, they had the 
courage to face it. Several were killed and 
wounded. One shot tore off almost the 
whole skull of one poor iellow and crushed 
that of another. I saw both laid under a 
tree a few minutes after, one dead, and the 
other gasping his last breath. 
They be- 


longed to the New York second. 


The firing in the direction of Hunter's 


division still continued unremitting, and 
was now out to the front of ns, our troops 
having gradually forced them back, and it 
was then (about 3 o'clock) that Gen. Mc- 
Dowell sent word, as I was informed, that 
the euemy were in retreat and the day was 
ours. But their retreat only seemed to 
give them new advantages, and the discov- 
ery of a flank movement on their part to 
th« left, created a panic in a portion of Ty- 
ler's division, and many of the troops hav- 
ing been scattered and" demoralized by the 
fire of the masked batteries, a general re- 
treat commenced. 


About the same time, the tide seemed to 


have turned against the balance of our for- 
ces, and it was soon manifest that a gene 
ral retreat was inevitable. This commenc- 
ed at 5 P. M., at which time the firing had 
mainly ceased. 


A iarm house about a mile back on the 


Warrenton road was used as a hospital, 
where the wounded of Tyler's division were 
brought in. 
Here several regiments stop 


ped, as they began to fall back toward Cen- 
terville, and about the same time tbe batte- 
ry of artillery, which had been cannonad- 
ing iu front of Gen. Schenck's brigade, 
came up and were standing in the road. 
A few rods south of this road a by-road 
runs nearly parallel with it, along the fields 
and through the woods, from which it 
emerges iu front of the bouse. 


Now, strange and unaccountable as it 


may seem, that road was left entirely un- 
protected, although it was known the ene- 
my were flanking us, and while two or three 
thousand troops were still scattered about 
here in disorder, what was our astonish- 
ment to see a company of secession cavalry 
suddenly emerge from the woods, not two 
hundred yards off, and charge right tip on 
us ! A general stampede of most of tbe 
troops back into the woods was the result, 
:hc cavalry meantime firing on us, and the 
bullets whistled around thick as hail. I 
saw two men fall near me, one of them 
mortally wounded. A great many were so 
scared that they fired their guns at random, 
to the imminent peril of the lives of their 
own comrades. Some of the officers made 
strenuous efforts to rally their men by call- 
ing out that tbe cavalry were our own, and 
ifler a few minutes a portion of them form- 
ed and started back, which, tbe cavalry 
men discovering, they commenced a retreat, 
and several of ihe artillery men having by 
this time brought their guns into position, 
sent a few cannon balls after them, but I 
think their aim was bad and none were 
killed. 
We found three artillery horses ly- 


ing dead in the road, from the sh'ots of the 
enemy, and several of our men were killed, 
among them Col. McCook's brother. 
The 


charge was certainly a most bold and dar- 
'ng thing. 


In tbe confusion caused by this move- 


ment, my horse, which waa fastened near 


, disappeEired, and the delay caused in 


hunting him threw me back in starting for 
Gentreville till the main body of the troops 
bad passed, and the road above was only 
:ined with stragglers ; and I was about to 
start on my weary and dusty journey of five 
or six miles afoot, when suddenly I heard 
musket firing from the edge of the woods 
above, on the right, and on looking up saw 
our men jumping over the fences aud cut- 
,ing across the fields on tbe opposite side 
to escape it. The enemy had flanked us 
on that side to cut off the- retreat. Fortu- 
nately there were not over a dozen of us 
,hen left at the hospital, but as they might 
charge down on it at any. moment, our situ- 
ition was decidedly critical. The firing 
rapidly increased, and extended every mo- 
ment further up the road, and it was clear 
that the woods were lined with the enemy 
bra half or three-quarters of a mile above. 


L presume a number of onr men must have 
->een killed or wounded, for they were Sred 
at from a distance of iibt over two or three 
hundred yards. No precaution had been 
used to protect the rear, the artillery hav- 
ng gone ahead and the cavalry being some- 
where else. 


Seeing the impossibility of going by that 


road, and the danger of their taking posses- 
sion of the other side of the road, the few of 
us left struck in hot haste along the~edgeof 
the woods opposite, following the fields so 
as uot to lose our bearing, and after travel- 
ing some two miles met a body of our troops 
coining in by a cross-road, with whom we 
fell in'and 'came across the fields and over 
gullies and dilcbes to Centreville. They 
were so disorganized that a volley would 
lave scattered them in all directions.- 


The army came baek panic-ridden, spir- 


itless nnd totally disorganized, the regi- 
ments having got mixed.to an almost inex- 
tricable extent. As the great mass poured 
up through Centreville at dusk, enveloped 
n a cloud of dust and famishing for water, 
^the want, of which constitutes one of the 
chief.difficulties of keeping them together,) 
tbe air resounded with calls of " Where is 
the Michigan First?" "the Wisconsin Sec- 
ond?" "the New York Thirteenth ?" and 
so on through, nearly.the whole list. 
Man 


stood' at the side of the road and kept call- 
ng out, " Connecticut Third," " Minnesota 
First," "New Jersey Fourth," "Maine 
Third," "New York 71st," or whatever oth- 
er-it might happen to be—-"come here."— 
Thus they were endeavoring to gather their 
regiments together again, but with little 
success, so far as I could see. _ The numer- 
ous batteries, the unexpectedly superior 
brce, and desperate defense of the enemy, 
and ou'r deficiency of artillery and cavalry, 
ind want ot competent commanders, were 
he chief causes of our defeat. I observed 
hat no regiments who had fallen into a 
masked battery manifested, as a whole,.any 
spirit of action again during the day, and 
uanyofthem were comparatively useless 
during the remainder of the engagement. 


Another source of serious dauger and 


.rouble is the mistaking each other for ene- 
mies, or enemies for friends, the dress and 
appearance of the two armies being so much 
alike ; and when the field of battle extends 
over six or eight miles Sqi-re, as it did to- 
day, great confusion and bit ndera, as well 
as panics, and frequently loan of life, arise 
<rom this cause. Some remeuy if possible 


ught to be adopted to prevent so aerious a 


difficulty. 
The first step towards it should 


>e tbe adoption of a regulation uniform for 
he whole army, and in. no cage to be devi- 
ated from. 


I can give no ettimate of ihe killed and I 


wounded, but do not think it will be as 
heavy as might be expected from so lont 
and fiercely contested a battle, and the num 
her engaged. You will have the correc 
list by telegraph before this reaches you 
I have no doubt a great many are missing 
being scattered through the woods, and i 
is not improbable a large number have been 
taken prisoners. 


Np medical stores whatever hive been 


provided, (or had not np to last evening, 
astonishing as it may seem. 
The hospita 


physician here told me he had not a shir 
for one of the wounded or a grain of med 
icine of any kind. I have no doubt the 
wounded of to-day will be in like condition 
Not only so, the wounded in the hospita 
were ordered yesterday to be moved to Al 
exandria, in consequence o£. the contem 
plated shifting of position to-day^—an ope 
ration under which, two or three will prob 
ably die. 
We are also deficient in ambu 


lances, and all other accommodations foi 
the wounded. Such are the beauties o 
our army management. 


There is no use in concealing the fac 


that this day is a disastrous one, but the 
country must rally and put forth its gian 
energies anew, undismayed by defeat anc 
determined to conquer, as we shall, though 
defeat may be onr first portion. 


I learn since my return, that at the Lame 


time their riflemen opened on our rear up 
the road above the hospital, a battery o 
their artillery flanked us a mile or two 
further np toward Centreville, but was for 
Innately driven back by one of our batter 
ies left at Centreville, before any material 
damage was done. 


The flank movement of the enemy at the 


close would doubtless have been much more 
disastrous to us had it not been for a for 
tunate fire opened by a battery of two guns, 
by order of General Schenck, on a body o 
the enemy who were coming up in the rear 
apparently to act in conjunction with the 
cavalry charge before referred to. 
The 


whole conduct of the battle on the other 
side, in my opinion, showed admirable gen 
eralship, and far superior to ours. 
THE RETREAT TERMINATES IN A PANIC, AND 


THE WHOLE BODY FALL3 BACK TO 


WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, Monday Evening, 22. 


When I woke up this morning, to my 


amazement I found Centreville deserted 
and the whole army fallen back to Wash 
ington. I had gone to a private house of: 
to one side of the town where the people 
were too much frightened to venture out to 
see what was going on, and where I was 
writing until very late, not thinking of the 
retreat extending beyond this point, anc 
got up this morning to find myself the last 
man and rearguard of the grand army 
My astonishment may be imagined, noi 
tbe least of which was that Beauregard had 
not taken possession of Centreville, for be 
certainly must have been aware of the 
ivacuation. 


I have just performed a "masterly re 


treat" of twenty-Eva miles afoot, in a 
drenching rain. I (fully expected to bave 
been taken pri9oner on the road, but fortu 
uately the enemy were slow to occupy it.

report large mounted bodies of them dail; 
coming up through Sykesville, the terminus 
of the Cuiro and Fulton railroad, in Wes 
Prairie, and concentrating at some point in 
the vicinity of Watfcin's rebel encampment 
forty miles west of bore. They are loudli 
talking about Bird's Point, snd threatening 
our position there ; but we are fearful the; 
will give us the go-by and strike higher up 
either at Cape Girardeau or Iron Mountain 
O.ur pickets are thrown out for miles 
around, but as yet have discovered no signs 
of the enemy. The encampment at tbe 
Point ia doubly vigilant, and in numbers 
and war munitions, thoroughly prepare< 
for a defense. A deserter from Union City 
came into our camp on Saturday, confirm 
ing the reports of tbe movement of the rebe 
troops.

Point. Whatever their intentions are, the' 
have as yet given us a wide birth.

DBAK FATHER : — I wrote to you yester- 


day, but I thought I would write again for 
I don't suppose the other letter will get to 
you. 


Our company brought our colors away 


with them, and they aro flying to-day open 
to the breeze, but were carried ou double 
quick for seven tuilefi. Thirteen is the ex- 
tent of the losa out of our company. All 
the officers are stife except Corporals Ham- 
ilton nnd) Sackett. 
It ia reported that 


Hamilton is iti a Highland rcgiinnnt, aud 
thnt Sackett id shot in the chin and is in 
Georgetown Hospital. Captain Ely is in 
Alexandria yet, we expect him to join na 
to-day. A balloon broke loose from the 
bridge this morning and went over ourreg- 
ment. Tho order was given to shoot it j 
some one did BO, and it came down pretty 
soon afterwards. It belonged to the U. 8. 
and had those letters marked on ita side. — 
We have a report that the enemy are driv- 
ing our boys back, but if that is true, when 
they got here they will find that we are here. 
From the heights where we are, we can see 
all over Washington. I waa down to the 
camp of thcjMichijjau third yesterday ; they 
wero all in good cheer. Peterson was there, 
he is larger than I am. I used to weigh 
157 pounds, and now I weigh 128; I think 
soldiering agrees with me, don't you 1 I 
may get fat again, can't tell whaj will hap- 
pen in time of war. Six of the boys hftve 
run away to Washington to stay a few days. 
We have cut down alt the treca for half a 
mile around, HO thnt we can see the rebels 
coming, and so thnt the cavaly cannot get 
hroagh nl ua aa they did at Bull's Bun. — 
We have a fort that guards the road. There 
are troops stationed nil along the Potomac. 
! think it nn impossibility for Washington 
o be taken j although I think it is the de- 
termination of the rebels to take it. I will 
send you a Washington paper to-day with 
nn account of the battlo in it, aa they want 
t. There is n guard at all points of the 
river, to keep our boys on this side, but 
some of them work their way over. 
We 


expect uu sitlnck every day. Sixty thou- 
and Sharp'* rilles arrived ia Wr.shington 
yesterday for IH. At Bull's Run the rebels 
sent out un old HIRII, with nn old gray horse 
,nd an old rusty gun that would not stand 
ocked. The boys took him prisoner, and 
ie said thev had MO urnis, but he lied.

At about six A. M., Sherman's battery 


sent in soma shot and shell to see what the 
neiny were made of, but received no au- 
swer. 
\V'e then saw some cavalry advanc- 


ing but the- battery soon put them to right 
ihout; they soon it-turned, however, to de- 
coy u.? on. 
This they did till we c^rae 


vithin about •» mile of their masked fort, 
when their cavalry and infantry commenced 
iring on our artillery. On we went at a 
double-quk-k ; their batteries aoou opened 
on us, and the light became general. We 
were pretty well exhausted, but after the 
first fire, wo n-jver thought of hunger. 


In order to get a high position, we were 


obliged to ford a river, which made ui feel 
much better; but on getting to the other 
aide, we v/cro nearly surrounded. The very 
taaveus seemed to be on fire, and such a 
havoc of human life ! Tho rebel force was, 
as stated, between ;it),000 and 40,000, with 
10,000 of our troops engaged at one time. 
You can form a IV.int idea. 


I would stand for an instant pitying some 


friend who had just dropped by my side, 
forgetting my owu safely, which depended 
on my loading and firing in the quickest 
possible manner. I twice picked up the 
musket of u dead comrade, my own having 
been .shot out of my hands. We came to a 
charge of bnyoneU three distinct times. We 
tried to rally our troops, but at about half- 
past 4 v. M., the order to retre&t was given, 
which I regretted to hear; but nothing 
could be done to any better advantage un- 
der the poor geaertiUhip. 


The Wisconsin Second has represented 


her state nobly. Although there wera a 
great many of us killed, there aro utill 
enough left who are willing to tight under 
competent officer 
1!, which, if we had been 


blessed with in tho start, the battle would 
been carried in our favor. The Janeaville 
Volunteer* fought well, although Cupt. Ely 
and Knskai Dodgu became exhausted short- 
ly after entering the field; but I do not 
blama them, as we were all pretty well ex- 
hausted. 
Lieut. McLean fought bravely 


aud ^fcapcd all right; I also escaped. Me 
aud 1 attribute it to the interposition of a kind 
Providence, which we hope will protect us 
tilt we return boruc. At roll call thia morn- 
ing, there wero 13 missing, with what is in 
the hospital. I would give you a list of 
the killed and wounded, but we are not al 
lowed to send any. 


I believe we wero visited by the president 


and cabina. They spoko highly of the 
Wisconsin Second as we deaerve. 
We arc 


now reorganizing, and at th» next battlt 


we intend to do the whipping. We are all 
feeling aa well as can be expected, and as 
anxious for a fight as before. The men 
still keep coming in as fast as they can find 
their way back ; but there ia one consola- 
tion, and that ia we retreated in pretty good 
order. I think I have got along very well 
so far, as John Hamilton, three others and 
myself were out on a picket guard, when 
the rebel pickets commenced Uring at ua, 
and we escaped without a scratch. We, 
however, silenced them by giving them a 
few shots with oar Sharpe's ritles. You 
mast excuse all mistakes, as I am sitting 
on the ground with my paper on my knap- 
sack, which you may guess ia not a very 
comfortable mode of writing.

ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, July 24th. 


DEAR WIFE : — I write to let you know 


that I am well. I hope you are also in 
good health. We have had two hard bat- 
tles, have been defeated in one, and were 
obliged to retreat thirty miles to this place. 


I cannot tell you how many balls whis- 


tled by my head during the battle, for I 
could not count them. The little things go 
very quick, but I can dodge the cannon ball 
aud the bomb shell ; but when a shell bursts 
it raises the " Old Ned" with the men. My 
gun was shot from my hands by a shell ; 
that was close work for the eyes. 
There 


were three men shot down by my side. — 
Fred. Main was shot through tho leg, and 
has not been seen since. 
I fear he is dead, 


for the euemy killed our wouuded. This 
will be a hard war for both sides, but we 
are bound to whip them. Our loss is about 
one thousand, and that of the other side 
about tho same. 


I waa taken prisoner, but my legs were 


too long for them, and Ilfft. 
I was sepa- 


rated from my company two days. 
The 


oneray could uot fool " Old Pap." 
I shot 


I he man who was guarding ma. He had 
taken my gun from me, but I bad a pistol 
iti my shirt pocket which he did not End. 
When he turned his back I gave him a 
charge, and then let my old legs go. 
These 


legs of mine wont let the body be abused in 
such times. I walked thirty-fivo miles that 
nijjht, through the woods all the way. It 
was a hard tramp for me. 


We were in the battle five hours ; it was 


very hard fighting, I saw dead, men and 
horses on all siilei of inc. 'Tis enough to 
harden any man's heart. I never had any 
fear at nil until they all ran; and then I 
tried to holp a wounded man off tho field, 
and was taken prisoner.

FORT CORCORAN, Va., July 26,1861.' 


DEAR FATHER :—I -wrote to you yester-

We have been furnished with the follow- 


ing official list of the killed, wounded and 
.missing, belonging to Company D, of the 
second Wisconsin regiment, afc the battle 
near Manassas Junction on the 21st of July. 
We are under obligations to Alexander F. 
Lee, fifth sergeant of the company, for for- 
warding it to us for publication. It is evi- 
dent from this that our boys were at the 
post of danger, and that they did not hesi- 
tate to face death in the performance of 
their duty:—

'Peterson was there, 
he is larger than lam. I used to weigt 
157 pounds, and now I. weigh 128 ; I think 
soldiering agrees with me, don't you I I 
may get fat again, can't tell whaj will hap- 
pen in time of war. Six of the boys have 
ran away to "Washington to stay a few days. 
We have cut down all the trees for half a 
mile around, so that we can see the rebels 
coming, and so that the cavaly cannot get 
through at as as they did at Bull's Bun.— 
We have a fort that guards the road. 
There 


are troops stationed all along the Potomac. 
I think it au impossibility for Washington 
to be taken ; although I think it is the de- 
termination of the rebels to take it. I will 
send you a Washington paper to-day with 
an account of tho battle in it, as they want 
it. There is a guard at, all points of the 
river, to keep our boys on this side, but 
some of them work their way over. We 
expect an attack every day. Sixty thou- 
sand Sharp's rifles arrived in Washington 
yesterday for us. At Bull's Eun the rebels 
sent out an old man, with an old gray horse 
and an old rusty gun that would not stand 
cocked. The boys took him prisoner, and 
he said thev had no arms, but he lied.

DEAR WIFE AND FAMILY :—I have at last 


found something to write, and having a lit- 
tle leisure time. I will endeavor to give you 
the news. 


The first engagement took place about 


one week ago : the notice was short,, and 
the contest unequal : the enemy fell back 
towards Mantissas,—but on Saturday last 
the order was issued to prepare for action. 
The bugles sounded, the drums beat to 
arms ; swords, muskets, cannon and revol- 
vers were examined to see if they were all 
right. 
At two o'clock the order came to 


march. In less thau an hour, two batteries, 
sixteen guns (one 32-pounder), 10,000 in- 
fantry, 500 cavalry, sappers, miners, Zou- 
aves, &c., were under march. 
Some were 


talking of home and friends ; some singing, 


we intend to do the whipping. We are all 
feeling as -well as can be expected, and as 
anxious for a fight as before. The men 
still keep coming in as fast as they can find 
tbeir way.back; but there is one consola- 
tion, and that is we retreated in pretty good 
order. I think I have got along very well 
so far, as John Hamilton, three others and 
myself were put on a picke't guard, "when 
the rebel-pickets commenced firing at us, 
and we escaped without a scratch. We, 
however, silenced them by giving them a 
few shots with our Sharpe's rifles. 
You 


must excuse all mistakes, as I am sitting 
on the ground with my paper on my knap- 
sack, which you may .guess is not a very 
comfortable mode of writing.

DEAB WIFE :—I write to let you know 


that I am well. I hope you are also in 
good health 
We have had two hard bat- 


tles, have been defeated in one, and were 
obliged to retreat thirty milea to this place. 


I cannot tell you how many balls whis- 


tled by my head during the battle, for I 
could not count them. The little things go 
very quick, but I can dodge the cannon ball 
and the bomb shell; but when a shell bursts 
it raises the " Old Ned" with the men. My 
gun was shot from my hands by a shell; 
that, was close work for the eyes. There 
were three men shot down by my side.— 
Fred. Main was shot through the leg, and 
has not been seen since. I fear he is dead, 
for the enemy killed our wounded. 
This 


.will be a hard war for both sides, but we 
are bound to whip them. Our loss is about 
one thousand, and that of the other side 
about the same. 


I was taken prisoner, but my legs were 


too long for them, and I left. 
I was sepa- 


rated from my company two days. The 
enemy could not fool " Old Pap." 
I shot 


the man who was guarding me. He had 
taken my gun from me, but I had a pistol 
ia my shirt pocket which he did not find. 
When he turned his back I gave him 
charge, and then let my old legs go. These 
legs of mine wont let the body be abused in 
such times. I walked thirty-five miles that 
night, through the woods all the way. I 
was a hard tramp for me. 


We were in the battle five hours ; it was 


very hard fighting. I saw dead men and 
horses on all sides of me. 'Tis enough to 
harden any man's heart. I never had an; 
fear at all until they all ran ; nnd then '. 
tried to help a wounded man off the field

Suffice it to say that the re- 
ception we received at Janesville, was a fair 
sample of the proceedings at each place on 
the road, with but one exc'.-ption. Through 
Ohio, there appeared to be a regular pro- 
gramme laid down-^-it was, first, victuals ; 
second, shaking hands ; third, pood byes, 
and to wind up with, kisses. " God bless 
the women of Ohio," was the common ex- 
pression from all.

The correspondent of the Cincinnftti 


Commercial, who has accompanied General 
McClellan in his western Virginia campaign 
thus speaks of the military genius he has 
displayed :— 
. 
" The admirable manner in wnien this 


campaign was planned and executed stamps 
Major McClellan as a commander of first 
class military genius. When we remember 
that his entire army had to be enlisted and 
organized ab iidtio, with all its immense 
train, the innumerable petty details of ad- 
ministration which had to be managed by 
inexperienced men, 
and that the material 


of the army, and most of its officers were 
utterly inexperienced, and without military 
education—a great many without brains— 
and that the impossibility of perfecting the 
transportation and subsistence departments 
were serious obstacles to rapid progress, it 
is amazing that he should so soon and so 
perfectly have accomplished the great 
mis- 


sion of sweeping the confederate armies 
from the mountains of Western Virginia. 


"When we take the map of the campaign 


and observe the occupation of each succeed- 
ing position, and each subsequent move- 
ment in its order, remarking the object of 
each, which becomes apparent after it is 
made, we cannot but be struck with admi- 
ration at the beautifully skillful game of 
war-chess which has just beei; played by a 
master-hand. The enemy opens the game 
by advancing to Phillippi. McClellan 
sud- 


denly occupies Parkersburg, and posesses 
both lines of railroad from the river to 
Clarksburg and Grafton. Phillippi is un- 
expectedly snapped up. The enemy forti- 
fies Laurel Hill, and concentrates at Hut- 
tonsville, Beverly and Leedsville. It is de- 
sirable to take the enemy front aud rear. 
A swift movement to Buckhannon flanks 
the enemy on the left. 
Another, to a point 


under their cannon, within a mile^f Laurel 
Hill, checks them suddenly at th-at point. 
A third rapid march finds McClellun at 
Roaring Run, and a masterly movement 
utterly destroys the enemy at Rich Moun- 
tain. Beverly is ours. \Ve have Laurel 
Hill in the rear, between two powerfnl 
wings of our army. General Garnett can 
not fight, but flies to the mountains, and is 
caught in the snare laid for him. 
McClel- 


lan moves on to Huttonsville and Cheat 
Mountain Pass; Morris moves up the Sen- 
eca Pass, and kills Garnett. The railroad

During the battle they were 
compelled to stand qnietly under showers of 
grape-shot, and wait for a chance to charge.

Public attention is still irresistibly drawn 


towards the details of tie great battle, and 
the consequences which are likely to flow 
from it. The reported namber^killed, wound- 
ed and missing is gradually lessening aa of- 
ficial information is obtained. The report 
at first was that onr Wisconsin second reg- 
iment had lost 300, whereas the most re- 
cent recapitulation is as follows: killed 21; 
wounded, 72; missing, 66; total casualties, 
165. 
We have no doubt this will be ma- 


terially lessened, as the men are yet coming 
in, either from wandering about the coun- 
try, or having been mixed up with other 
regiments have not felt inclined to report 
themselves. 


The enemy is threatening Harper's Fer- 


rv. As there is a small force there, the 
three months men having gone home, there 
may bo some cause for alarm. The rebels 
would natural]/ desire to break up that 
army, to give them a chance of making 
their contemplated move upon Baltimore 
safely. 
However, they are not quick 


enough. If .they intended to take Balti- 
more, and fall npon Washington, they should 
have followed up their success at Manaasas

late iu effect their object. Their neglect to 
take advantage of the demoralized condition 
of the Washington army is an evidence of 
their weakness, consequent upon the battle 
of the '21 st. Their delay is the most hopeful 
thing in the whole aspect of onr war news 
at this time. 


THE DIFFERENCE.—There was paid for 


the 1st regiment while in camp at Milwac- 
kee, 39 cts per man; for the 2d, 5th and 
7tb, waile in camp at Madison, 37| cts per 
man; for the 3rd, wLile in camp at Fond du 
Lac, 26 cts per man; and for the 4th, while 
in camp at Racine, inside of 20 cts. The 
keeping of the last was managed by the 
state; that of the rest was let to contrac- 
tsrs. 


Madison having had three of the six reg- 


iments already quartered, we suppose she 
is to have the balance, and the old rates 
paid, on the principle of helping those who 
need help. 


S:OK is HOSPITAL.—The Madison Patri- 


ot says there are present in Camp Randall 
10 or 12 men in the hospital belonging to 
the 6th regiment. The camp is guarded 
by 18 or 20 men, who were left over from a 
body that came to fill up the 5th regiment. 
They are under the orders of Quartermas- 
ter General Treadway, and will probably 
enlist in the 7th regiment. 


PATTERSON'S TACTICS.—The New York 


World makes a statement, that on Satur- 
day, the day before the battle at Bull's Run, 
" Gen. Patterson sent a courier to Wash- 
ington to assure government that he had 
most positive evidence that Johnston was 
still iu Winchester," and that the false in- 
telligence was the basis of the attack. On 
Sunday, says the same authority, when the 
battle had begun, and it was too late 
to profit by the news, he sent another 
messenger, saying that he had been mista- 
ken-—that Johnston's army had escaped

USEFUL AGENTS.—The Madison Patriot

" look after the sick and wounded," actual- 
ly got into Washington aJtead of any sick 
or wounded man." 


By the way, though, isn't the Patriot a 


little green in supposing that these 'agents' 
are to run the risk of any degree of person- 
al danger, or even suffer any material 
amount of personal discomfort ? Gentle- 
men bankers and lawyers, and men of "ele- 
gant leisure" can employ themselves more, 
pleasantly than picking up a wounded sol- 
dier on the battle field, or discharging the 
duties of a hospital attendance.

Tile Oreat Battle or Manainu Junction 


DESCRIPTION BY AS EYE W1TXESS. 


CSNTERVILLE, Va., July 21. 


It would be impossible for me to ade- 


quately describe the scenes which I have 
witnessed this day; but I will endeavor in 
the brief space allowed me, (in order to get 
this to Washington in time for to-morrow's 
mail,) and fatigued as I &^n with the excite 
ment, heat, dust, and travel of the day, to 
give the readers of the Gazette a genera 
and as near as possible accurate account o: 
the bloody and hard fought conflict which 
has just closed—including what I have seen 
and what I have reliably obtained from oth- 
er sources. It is impossible, of course, for 
any one pereon to witness the whole of a 
battle, extending over a space of seven or 
eight miles square, as this did. Some parts 
of it came under my observation in a way 
entirely unexpected to me, and certainly 
not comprised within my programme. J 
will state events as nearly as practicable in 
the order in which they occurred. 


The army commenced moving from Cen- 


terville this morning at 2} o'clock, each to 
the position assigned it. Col. Richardson's 
brigade moved south and occupied the same 
ground, npon which the battle of Thursday 
was fought, to prevent the enemy from 
flanking ua by that road. Col. Heintzel- 
man's division occupied a position a mile 
or two westwardly of this, I think. Gen. 
Tyler's moved out the Warreutou road, run- 
ning west from Centerville, some five or six 
miles, and took position this side of Bull's 
Run, 
while Col. Hunter took a circuit ol 


several miles above and crossed Bull's Run, 
in order to flank the enemy on the other 
side. So the general position of our forces 
was three divisions on this side of Bull's 
Run and facing it, while Col. Hunter made 
the flank movement on the other side. The 
main body of the enemy were on the other 
side of the Run, but all the roads and hills 
near it on this side were also occupied by 
them with masked batteries and concealed 
forces of infantry and cavalry. 
Manassas 


Junction is on the south side of Bull's Run 
and probably two or three miles from it.— 
So the battle was mainly fought within 
three or four miles of Mauassas. This is 
the best general idea I can give of the situ- 
ation of affairs at this moment, having with 
my other losses, (as will be subsequently 
explained,) lost the map I bad brought with 
me for reference. 


In order to avail myself of the most ad- 


vantageous point, the lines being so extend- 
ed, I waited at Centerville until I should 
bear the cannonading open. At a little af- 
ter eight o'clock I heard the first guns in 
the direction of the battle field of Thursday, 
and hastening over there, found it proceed- 
ed from one of our batteries which occupied 
two neighboring eminences, and were firing 
promiscuously into the woods below and the 
bills beyond to try to draw the enemy out; 
but the latter probably thoroughly tinder- 
stood our plans, and not a gun did they fire 
in return, nor could more than a few strag- 
gling parties of them be seen now and then 
through a field glass. The battery fired 
shot and shell, and the first shot cut off the 
flagstaff of a house some two or three miles 
distant, where Beauregard was said to have 
beeu when a shot was sent through it in the 
engagement of Thursday. Standing behind 
the guns, you could ste the shot and shell 
sailing through the air like birds, and could 
hear that frightful hiss for two miles, as it 
seemed to me. Richardson's brigade had 
commenced throwing up breastworks in the 
edge of the woods near by. 


Just then, about nine o'clock, cannona- 


ding began to be heard some six or seven 
miles to the northwest, and I accordingly 
directed my way to that point, having to re- 
turn nearly to Centerville, in order to cross 
over to the Warrenton road. 
Keeping 


straight out that road, after going some live 
miles, I passed the last brigade moving out 
—the Connecticut, I believe. They were 
just cmergiug from the woods into a more 
open and hilly country, but interspersed 
with large bodies of timber and patches of 
thickets and underbrush. The cannona- 
ding was still so distant that I did not think 
fora moment of any impending danger, 
and the road being clear in front of me, 
and being anxious to get within sight, I 
was hurrying on, when I happened to ob- 
serve several of our officers, across a field 
on a little elevation some hundred yards to 
the right, and noticing the brigade behind 
me also filing across the field in that direc- 
tion, I concluded to turn aside and go over 
there first to see what could be seen ; I had 
got part way across the field aad direct- 
ly in front of a brigade, when bang went a 
cannon on some little hills over to the left, 
and whiz came a cannon ball; and then 
bang and whiz again, and again—the shot 
sweeping close to the ground—and by this 
time the men were scattering iu all direc- 
tions for the woods iu the rear. A glance 
showed the guns to be located in the fields 
on both sides of the road, not over five hun- 
dred yards ahead, and although I could sec 
the smoke at each fire, I could neither see 
guns nor men, so well were they concealed. 
we bad run plumb into a masked battery 
of the enemy, (nothing but the circum-. 
stance mentioned prevented my going right 
up to it without seeing it) and those officers 
bad been standing on that elevation within 
five hundred yards of it and in fall view of 
it without ~ discovering it or suspecting its 
existence. A battery of two guns accom- 
panying the brigade was immediately un- 
limbered and hurled back the death dealing 
missiles in return, and within fifteen or 
twenty minutes silenced it. But the brig- 
ade in the meantime was scattered through 
the woods like wild turkeys, and it was 
doubtfulSvhether they could be again ral- 
lied. How many were killed I did not as- 
certain. 
• 
:: 


Nothing is so trying to raw troops as the 


sudden fire of a masked,battery. It takes 
them by surprise and unnerves them, and a 
panic is almost certain to set in. Its effects 
on them is greatly increased by the fright- 
ful hissing of tthe.rifled balls, which they 
can hear some seconds before they corne 
sweeping by with such" resistless power. 


A little while before Gen. Tyler had run 


General Scheack's brigade into one over 
on the road to the left of this, and so com- 
pletely was it hid that their first knowledge 
}f it was its opening fire on them not over 
three or four hundred yards distant, with 
jrape, canister and shell. Several were 
killed, and that a great many more were not 
was owing to the men throwing themselves 
Sat as they saw the flashes of the guns, and 
rapidly falling back into the woods. 


One of our batteries a short distance off 


was soon brought to bear and silenced it. 
The troops behaved well under the circum- 
stances, and were soou rallied and ready 
for action again, which could not be said of 
several other Brigades. 
I was informed 


that the Cincinnati Zonaves almost to a 
man kept the ranks while falling back. 


Other of our troops fell into these am- 


buscades. T-beywereallsupportedby Inrge 
bodies of infantry and sometimes cavalry, 
too; hence the difficulty of taking them by 
assault, which, however, was done iu oneo- 
two instances—by the Rhode Island regi- 
ments, I think, in one case. The confeder- 
ates have attained great perfection in plant- 
ing and concealing the infernal things. 


Meantime, the cannonading, alternated 


with volleys of musketry, between Hunter's 
division and the enemy, continued heavy 
and incessant. It was almost one continu- 
ous roar, and as it gradually moved south- 
ward it became evident our troops were 
driving the enemy before them. But thpy 
contested the way inch by inch, and only 
fell back to open new batteries from more 
advantageous points. 


Gen. Schenck's brigade continued to 


await orders several hours from Gen. Tyler 
and in the absence of such, was not bro' 
into action again till about 2 P. M., when 
it was formed in line of battle behind a bat 
tery near where the Connecticut brigad 
was fired on in the morning, and the batte 
ry opened upon one of the enemy about a 
mile off. Just at this time, however, it was 
discovered that the enemy were making a 
flank movement to the east, and the batter 
fell back about -a mile on the Warrenton 
road. I was having a splendid view o 
nearly all their batteries in action at this 
moment, from the top of a tree close by 
which I had climbed, but I had to vacate 
my position with the rest. I could see four 
of their batteries firing at once, and distin 
guish the men and horses distinctly through 
a field glass. Two of them were some 
three miles off. I saw several shot ant 
shell fall into the ranks and just in front o: 
our column, but the men stood firmly in 
line, showing that when they expected a 
fire and were prepared for it, they had the 
courage to face it. Several were killed anc 
wounded. One shot tore off almost the 
whole skull of one poor iellow and crushec 
that of another. I saw both laid under 
tree a few minutes after, one dead, and the 
other gasping his last breath. They be- 
longed to the New York second. 


The firing in the direction of Hunter's 


division still continued unremitting, and 
was now out to the front of us, our troops 
having gradually forced them back, and it 
was then (about 3 o'clock) that Gen. Mc- 
Dowell sent word, as I was informed, that 
the euemy were in retreat and the day was 
ours. But their retreat only seemed to 
give them new advantages, and the discov- 
ery of a flank movement on their part to 
the left, created a panic in a portion of Ty- 
ler's division, and many of the troops hav- 
ing been scattered and demoralized by the 
fire of the masked batteries, a general re- 
treat commenced. 


About the same time, the tide seemed to 


have turned against the balance of our for- 
ces, and it was soon manifest that a gene- 
ral retreat was inevitable. This commenc- 
ed at 5 P. M., at which time the firing had 
mainly ceased. 


A farm house about a mile back on the 


Wanenton road was used as a hospital, 
where the wounded of Tyler's division were 
brought in. 
Here several regiments stop 


ped, as they began to fall back toward Cen- 
terville, and about the same time the batte- 
ry of artillery, which had been cannonad- 
ing iu front of Gen. Schenck's brigade, 
cauie up and were standing in the road. 
A few rods south of this road a by-road 
runs nearly parallel with it, along the fields 
und through the woods, from which it 
emerges in front of the house. 


Now, 
strange and unaccountable as it 


may seem, that road was left entirely un- 
protected, although it was known the ene- 
my were flanking us, and while two or three 
thousand troops were still scattered about 
here in disorder, what was our astonish 
ment to see a company of secession cavalry 
suddenly emerge from the woods, not (wo 
hundred yards off', and charge right up on 
us .' A general stampede of most of the 
troops back into the woods was the result, 
the cavalry meantime firing on us, and the 
bullets whistled around thick as hail. I 
saw two men fall near me, one of them 
mortally wounded. A great many were so 
scared that they fired their guns at random, 
to the imminent peril of the lives of their 
own comrades. Some of the officers made 
strenuous efforts to rally their men by call- 
ing out that the cavalry were our own, and 
after a few minutes a portion of them form- 
ed and started back, which, the cavalry 
men discovering, they commenced a retreat, 
and several of the artillery men having by 
this time brought their guns into position, 
sent a few cannon balls after them, but I 
think their aim was bad and none were 
killed. We found three artillery horses ly 
ing dead in the road, from the shots of the 
enemy, and several of our men were killed, 
among them Col. McCook's brother. 
The 


charge was certainly a most bold and dar- 
ing thing. 


In the confusion caused by this move- 


ment, my horse, which was fastened near 
by, disappeared, and the delay caused in 
hunting him threw me back in starting for 
Centreville till the main body of the troops 
had passed, and the road above was only 
lined with stragglers; and I was about to 
start on my weary and dusty journey of five 
or six miles afoot, when suddenly I heard 
musket firing from the edge of the woods 
above, on the right, and on looking up saw 
our men jumping over the fences and cut- 
ting across the fields on the opposite side 
to escape it. The enemy had flanked us 
on that side to cut off the- retreat. Fortu 
nately there were not over a dozen of us 
then left at the hospital, but aa they might 
charge down on it at any moment, our situ- 
ation was decidedly critical. The firing 
rapidly increased, and extended every mo- 
ment further up the road, and it was clear 
that the woods were lined with the enemy 
for a half or three-quarters of a mile above. 
1 presume a number of our men must have 
been killed or wounded, for they were fired 
at from a distance of not over two or three 
hundred yards. 
No precaution had been 


used to protect the rear, the artillery hav- 
ing gone ahead and the cavalry being some- 
where else. 


Seeing the impossibility of going by that 


road, and the- danger of their taking posses 
sion of the other side of the road, the few of 
us left struck in hot haste along the edge of 
the woods opposite, following the fields so 
as not to lose our bearing, and after travel 
ing some two miles met» body of our troops 
coming in by a cross-road, with whom we 
fell in and came across the fields and over 
gullies and ditches to Centreville. They 
were so disorganized that a volley would 
have scattered them in all directions. • 


The army came back panic-ridden, spir- 


itless find totally disorganized, the regi- 
ments having got mixed to an almost inex- 
tricable extent. As the great mass poured 
up through Centreville at dusk, enveloped 
in a cloud of dust and famishing for water, 
(the want of which constitutes one of the 
chief difficulties of keeping them together,) 
the a:r resounded with calls of " Where is 
tbe Michigan First ?" " the Wisconsin Sec- 
ond?" "the New York Thirteenth ?" and 
so on through nearly the whole list. 
Men 


stood at the side of the road and kept call- 
ng out, "Connecticut Third," " Minnesota 
First," "New Jersey Fourth," "Maine 
Third," "New York 71st," or whatever oth- 
er" it might happen to be—"come here."—- 
Thus they were endeavoring to gather their 
regiments together again, but with little 
success, so far as I could see. •_ The numer- 
ous batteries, the unexpectedly superior 
brce, and desperate defense of the enemy, 
and our deficiency of artillery and cavalry, 
and want of competent commanders, were 
the chief causes of our defeat. I observed 
that no regiments who had fallen into a 
masked battery manifested, as a whole, any 
spirit of action again during the day, and 
nany of them were comparatively useless 
during the remainder of the engagement. 


Another source of serious danger and 


jouble is the mistaking each other for ene- 
mies, or enemies for friends, the dress and 
appearance of the two armies being so much 
alike ; and when the field of battle extends 
over six or eight miles sqr-re. as it did to- 
day, great confusion and bl; rtdera, as well 
as panics, and frequently loss of life, arise 
from this cause. Some remeuy if possible 
ought to be adopted to prevent so serious a 
difficulty. The first step towards it should 
be the adoption of a regulation uniform for 
the whole army, and in no case to be devi- 
ated from. 


I can give no eitimate of the killed and 


wounded, but do not think it will be as 
heavy as might be expected from so long 
and fiercely contested a battle, and the num.' 
her engaged. You will have the correct 
list by telegraph before this reaches you. 
I have no doubt a great many are missing, 
being scattered through the woods, and it 
is not improbable a large number have been 
taken prisoners. 


No medical stores whatever have been 


provided, (or had sot np to last evening,) 
astonishing as it may seem. The hospital 
physician here told me he had not a shirt 
for one of the wounded or a grain of med- 
icine of any kind. I have no doubt the 
wounded of to-day will be in like condition. 
Not only so, the wounded in the hospital 
were ordered yesterday to be moved to Al- 
exandria, in consequence of the contem- 
plated shifting of position to day—an ope- 
ration under which, two or three will prob- 
ably die. We are also deficient in ambu- 
lances, and all other accommodations for 
the wounded. Such are the beauties of 
our army management. 


There is no use in concealing the fact 


that this day ii a disastrous one, but the 
country must rally and put forth its giant 
energies anew, undismayed by defeat and 
determined to conquer, as we shall, though 
defeat may be our first portion. 


I learn since my return, that at the same 


time their riflemen opened on our rear up 
the road above the hospital, a battery of 
their artillery flanked us a mile or two 
further up toward Centreville, but was for- 
tunately driven back by one of our batter- 
ies left at Centreville, before any material 
damage was done. 


The flank movement of the enemy at the 


close would doubtless have been much more 
disastrous to us had it not been for a for- 
tunate fire opened by a battery of two guns, 
by order of General Schenck, on a body of 
the enemy who were coming up in the rear 
apparently to act in conjunction with the 
cavalry charge before referred to. The 
whole conduct of the battle on the other 
side, in my opinion, showed admirable gen- 
eralship, and far superior to ours. 
THE RETREAT TERMINATES IK A PANIC, AND 


THE WHOLE BODY FALLS BACK TO 


WASHINGTON. 


WASHINGTON, Monday Evening, 22. 


When I woke up this morning, to ray 


amazement I found Centreville deserted, 
and the whole army fallen back to Wash- 
ington. I had gone to a private house off 
to one side of the town where the people 
were too much frightened to venture out to 
see what was going on, and where I was 
writing until very late, not thinking of the 
retreat extending beyond this point, and 
got up this morning to find myself the last 
man and rearguard of the grand army. 
My astonishment may be imagined, not 
the least of which was that Beauregard had 
not taken possession of Centreville, for he 
certainly must have been aware of the 
evacuation. 


I have just performed a " masterly re- 


treat" of twenty-five miles afoot, in a 
drenching rain. I ifuily expected to have 
been taken prisoner on the road, but fortu- 
nately the enemy were slow to occupy it.

CAIRO, July 29. 


Notwithstanding reports and rumors,

These rumors of ap- 
proaching rebels and intended assault are 
keeping the town and camp in a ferment of 
excitement; but they are never to be trac- 
ed to reliable sources. The facts simply 
are, that the rebels of Union City have 
crossed the river and are rendezvouing at 
New Madrid, Mo., and they talk of whip 
ping out our Bird's Point force. Our scouts 
report large mounted bodies of them daily 
coming up through Sykesville, the terminus 
of the Cairo and Fulton railroad, in West 
Prairie, and concentrating at some point in 
the vicinity of Watkin's rebel encampment, 
forty ruiles west of here. They are loudly 
talking about Bird's Point, end threatening 
our position there ; but we are fearful they 
will give us the go-by and strike higher up, 
either at Cape Girardeau or Iron Mountain. 
O.ur 
pickets are thrown out for miles 


around, but as yet have discovered no signs 
of the enemy. The encampment at the 
Point ia doubly vigilant, and in numbers 
and war munitions, thoroughly prepared 
for a defense. A deserter from Union City 
came into our camp on Saturday, confirm- 
ing the reports of the movement of the rebel 
troops. He says their destination is Bird's 
Point. Whatever their intentions are, they 
have as yet given us a wide birth.

An immense umonnt of labor is being 


done upon the fortifications around this city.

Seamen have 
been brought from the naval station at An- 
napolis to teach the soldiers how to work 
the guns. 


The immense depot for the reception of 


troops, which Mr. Woods is fitting up, is 
rapidly approaching completion.

They have filled the streets, 
and committed numerous excesses ; but the 
stringent measures adopted by Gen. Mans- 
field have at last gathered them again in 
their respective camps, from which, if their 
officers know their duty, they will not be 
permitted to stray into the city, except in 
the case of actual need.

soon as his command were able to move, 
took up his line of march from Manassas 
Junction to Winchester.

The government, before they heard of this, 
ordered quite a number of the regiments 
ou their way to this city, to proceed to Har-, 
per's Ferry, to supply the place of the three 
month's men. Orders are understood to 
have been sent to-day to several other regi- 
ments on their way here to repair to Har- 
per's Ferry. It is highly probable that 
General Johnston will make an advance to- 
wards Harper's Ferry, in the hope of find- 
ing our forces unprepared to meet him.

Letters from Member* of the Janes- 
ville Volunteer*. 


FORT (JoKCORAK, Va., July 26,1861. 


DEAR FATHER :—I wrote to you yester- 


day, but I thought I would write again-for 
I don't suppose the other letter will get to 
you. 


Our company brought our colors away 


with them, and they are flying to-day open 
to the breeze, bet were carried on double 
quick for seven miles. Thirteen is the ex- 
tent of the loss out of our company. 
All 


the officers are safe except Corporals Ham- 
ilton and^ Sackett, 
It is reported that 


Hamilton is in a Highland regiment, and 
that Sackett is shot in the chin and is in 
Georgetown Hospital. Captain Ely is in 
Alexandria yet, we expect him to join us 
to-day. A balloon broke loose from the 
bridge this morning and went over our reg- 
ment. The order was given to shoot it; 
some one did so, and it came down pretty 
soon afterwards. It belonged to the U. S. 
and had those letters marked on its side.— 
We have a report that the enemy are driv- 
ing our boys back, but if that is true, when 
they get here they will find that we are here. 
From the heights where we are, we can see 
all over Washington. I was down to the 
camp of thejllichigan third yesterday; they 
were all in good cheer. 'Peterson was there, 
he is larger than lam. I used to weigh 
157 pounds, and now I. weigh 128; I think 
soldiering agrees with me, don't you 1 I 
may get fat again, can't tell whaj will hap- 
pen in time of war. Six of the boys have 
ran away to Washington to stay a few days. 
We have cut down all the trees for half a 
mile around, so that we can see the rebels 
coming, and so that the cavaly cannot get 
through at us as they did at Boll's Run.— 
We have a fort tbat guards the road. There 
are troops stationed all along the Potomac. 
I think it an impossibility for Washington 
to be taken ; although I think it is the de- 
termination of the rebels to take it. I will 
send you a Washington paper to-day with 
an account of the battle in it, as they want 
it. There is a guard at all points of the 
river, to keep our boys on this side, but 
some of them work their way over. We

DEAR WIFE AND FAMILY :—I have at last 


found something to write, and having a lit- 
tle leisure time, 1 will endeavor to give you 
the news. 


The firit engagement took place about 


one week ago : the notice was short,, and 
the contest unequal : the enemy fell back 
towards Manassas.—bat on Saturday last 
the order was issued to prepare for action. 
The bugles sounded, the drums beat to 
arms ; swords, muskets, cannon and revol- 
vers were examined to see if they were all 
right. 
At two o'clock the order came to 


march. In less than an hour, two batteries, 
sixteen guns (one 32-pounder), 10,000 in- 
fantry, 500 cavalry, sappers, miners, Zou- 
aves, &c.. were under march. 
Some were 


talking of home and friends ; some singing, 
but very low. We bad a long and dreary 
march. Sunday morning came, and I shall 
remember it as long as I live ; and with it 
we took our position. The 79th Highland 
regimeut on our right, the Sherman bat- 
tery in the centre of the first brigade; the 
second brigade then formed with Sprague's 
battery to support them ; the third was on 
the extreme left, with the cavalry to assist 
them,—and so on till the whole army was 
disposed of. 


At about sis A. si., Sherman's battery 


sent in some shot and shell to see what the 
enemy were made of, but received no an- 
swer. We then saw some cavalry advanc- 
ing, but the battery soon put them to right 
about; they soon returned, however, to de- 
coy us on. This they did till we came 
within about i mile of their masked fort, 
when their cavalry and infantry commenced 
firing on our artillery. On we went at a 
double-quick; their batteries soon opened 
on us, and the fight became general. We 
were pretty well exhausted, but after the 
first fire, we nsvcr thought of hunger. 


In order to get a high position, we were 


obliged to ford a river, which made us feel 
much better; but on getting to the other 
side, we were nearly surrounded. The very 
heavens seemed to be on fire, and such a 
havoc of human life ! The rebel force was, 
as stated, between 30,000 and 40,000, with 
10,000 of our troops engaged at one time. 
Yon can form a faint idea. 


I would stand for an instant pitying some 


friend who had just dropped by my side, 


anxious for a fight as before. The men 
still keep coming in as fast as they can find 
their way back; but there is one consola- 
tion, and that is we retreated in pretty good 
order. I think I have got along very well 
so far, as John Hamilton, three others and 
myself were out on a picket guard, when 
the rebel pickets commenced firing at us, 
and we escaped without a scratch. We, 
however, silenced them by giving them a 
few shots with our Sharpe's rifles. You 
mast excuse all mistakes, as I am sitting 
on the ground with my paper on my knap- 
sack, which you may .guess is not a very 
comfortable mode of writing.

' ARLINGTON HEIGHTS, July 24th. 


DEAR WIFE :—I write to let you know 


that I am well. I hope you are also in 
good health. We have had two hard bat- 
tles, have been defeated in one, and were 
obliged to retreat thirty miles to this place. 


I cannot tell you how many balls whis- 


tled by my head during the battle, for I 
could not count them. The little things go 
very quick, but I can dodge the cannon ball 
and the bomb shell; but when a shell bursts 
it raises the " Old Ned" with the men. My 
gun was shot from my hands by a shell; 
that was close work for the eyes. 
There 


were three men shot down by my side.— 
Fred. Main was shot through the leg, and 
has not been seen since. I fear he is dead, 
for the enemy killed our wounded. This 
will be a hard war for both sides, but we 
are bound to whip them. 
Our loss is about 


one thousand, and that of the other side 
about the same. 


I was taken prisoner, but my legs were 


too long for them, and I left. 
I was sepa 


rated from my company two days. The 
enemy could not fool " Old Pap." 
I shot 


the man who was guarding me. He had 
taken my gun from me, but I bad a pistol 
in my shirt pocket which he did not find. 
When he turned his back I gave him a 
charge, and then let my old legs go. 
These 


legs of mine wont let the body be abased in 
such times. I walked thirty-five miles that 
night, through the woods all the way. It 
was a hard tramp for me. 


We were in the battle five hours; it was 


very hard fighting. I saw dead men and 
horses on all sides of me. 'Tis enough to 
harden any man's heart. I never had any 
fear at all until they all ran ; and then I 
tried to help a wounded man off the field, 
and was taken prisoner.
